Days 


W as Last King Under Old Rules 


In 1873 Mike McCool atli claim­ 
ing the title, met Allen at St. Lout* 
and lost in siwen rounds. 
Three 
years later Al/an and ’Joe Goes met 
at Covington, Ky., (Sept, 23), and 
Gobs claimed the title when Allen 
fouled him in tne twenty seventh 
round. After a lapse of four years 
during which time Jimmy 
Elliott 
l)ad claimed the title and had 
been 
beaten by Johnny Dwyer, Joe Goss 
risked his crown in a battle with 
Paddy Ryan at Collier Station, W. 
v/. 
The contest was staged Ma* 
30, 1880 
and 
went 
eighty-seven 
rounds before 
Ryan 
beat 
down 
Goss add won the fight. 
Two years 
later, 
February 
7, 
1882, John L. Sullivan broke into 
the ring limelight which he was to 
hold for a quarter of a century, by 
knocking 
out 
the 
hard-hitting, 
tough Paddy Ryan in just 
nine 
rounds at 
Mississippi 
City, Miss., 
thereby winning the title. 
The coming 
Carpentier-Dempsey 
fight will add another interesting 
chapter to the history of the heavy­ 
weight ring game no matter what 
the outcome of the contest at Jersey 
City may be. Consequently a little 
glance into said history is timely. 
The first heavyweight champion­ 
ship fight staged in America oc­ 
curred 105 tears ago.

Tom Hyer 
and Country 
McCloskey. met 
at 
Caldwell’s landing In New York in 
1841 and battled 101 rounds before 
Hyer won. 
Six years later— on February I, 
1847,— Tom Hyer met and defeat­ 
ed Yankee Sullivan at Rock Point 
Md., for a side bet of $10,000. The 
size of the purse was astounding at 
that time. 
Hyer 
soon 
afterward 
retired from the ring. 
On Angust 31, 1852, John MoT- 
rissey and George Thompson met 
at Mare Island, Cal., and Morr^isey 
Won the contest in eleven rounds. 
Six years later, on October 20, 
Morrlsey defeated John C. Heemin 
In eleven rounds at Dong Island 
Point, Canada. 
Two years later, 
however, Heenan was recognized aa 
the champ, when Morrissey refused 
to meet him. 
Heenan didn't meet any challen­ 
gers in the U. S. 
The next big fight was on 
May 
16, 1865, when James Dunn* 
de­ 
feated Bill Davis, claimant In forty- 
three rounds at Pike county. Pen­ 
nsylvania. 
Two years after McCool having de 
Teated Bill Davis 
in thirty-four 
rounds, and Aaron Jones, claimed 
the title. Dunn had quit the game. 
Enter Tom Allen 
In 1869 Tom Allen defeated Bill 
Davis in a grueling contest 
that 
went forty-three 
rounds 
at 
St. 
Louis and thereupon claimed 
the 
championship. 
Six months later— 
June 15 of the same 
year— Mike 
McCool won on a foul over Tom 
Allen in the ninth round in a battle 
near St. Louis and claimed his title 
once more. Tliere was soofie doubt 
as to the legality or the foul. 
Tom Allen apparently was still 
recognized as the champ when 
he 
met Jem Mace of England ai Kell­ 
nersville, La., May 23, 1870, and 
lost to Mace in ten rounds.

Coburn 
fought twice for the title and both 
battles ended in draws.

The growing of potatoes under a 
mulch will pro-ve highly satisfactory in 
the great m ajority of seasons and on 
m ost soils, says L. M. 
Montgomery,. 
Department of Horticulture Ohio State 
University. 
The potatoes 
may be 
•planted in the ordinary way and a 
mulch of old m usty hay, straw, or 
straw manure applied to a depth of 
from four to six inches. 
Or the mulch 
may be applied after the potatoes are 
well started. The mulch conserves the 
moisture, keeps the ground cool and 
of loose texture, as well 
as 
adding 
som e plant food. The practice is val­ 
uable for both early and late planting. 
The saving in cultivation w ill fully 
compensate for the expense of m ate­ 
rials and labor in application, and the 
yields will be more certain and greater 
•than under ordinary 
culture, 
says 
Professor' Montgomery.

own church and to the church at large. 
It may be asked why a limit is placed on the number of mar­ 
riages a clergyman may lawfully perform. The exception is not 
taken to the number of marriages in itself, but to the nature of 
these transactions. In many cases it is obviously the safe assump­ 
tion that the marriage Should not take place. It cannot be said 
of a large part of these Elkton runaway matches that it is God 
who is joining the parties together, for the sake of a few dollars 
the minister declares unfit persons man and wife. It is difficult 
to see how it is possible to take seriously the sermonizing of a 
minister who talks from the pulpit a lofty morality and in practice 
adopts so deplorable a code of ethics. No church worthy of the 
name is going to encourage a procedure that breaks down the bar­ 
riers whereby society is attempting to safeguard the institution 
of matrimony—which is far too lightly regarded already.

A customer walks into a big store and makes some trifling 
purchases. All the store’s advertising for years has had as its 
object inducing people to visit the stores. Yet often when a custo­ 
mer does visit the store, she is neglected. 
Perhaps she would 
have purchased five or six articles if she had been gracefully 
“rotated” from one department to another by a diplomatic sales­ 
man. 
The true value of a customer is seldom realized by the 
merchant and almost never by the sales person. Yet it is that 
little lady, walking up the store aisle who makes the store possi­ 
ble.

The Lesser 
Clover 
Leaf Weevil 
again promises'to do serious damage 
to red clover in several western Ohio 
counties. The worms began hatching 
late in April, according to T. H. Parks, 
extension entomologist of the Ohio Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. They feed in the 
growing tips of the branches, in the 
sides of the stems at the bases of the 
branches, and in the newly develop- 
inghead. 
Last year they stopped the 
growth of the crop in Shelby and Mi­ 
ami counties by the middle of June. 
This year the damage is expected to 
bo greater, due to the freezing back 
of much of the clover 
in 
Western 
Ohio in April. 
It will be necessary to cut the hay 
crop earlier than usual to prevent 
loss on tonnage in infested counties. 
Last year experiments showed that 
cutting the hay crop June 17, which 
was earlier than the usual 
practice, 
gave the highest yield in Miami coun­ 
ty. This year clover growth is expect­ 
ed to stop in Clark, Champaign, Mi­ 
ami- Shelby and Darke counties early 
in June, at which time the field should 
be cut for hay to prevent greater 
loss. 
It does not infest 
alfalfa or 
sweet clover. Alsike has not been se­ 
riously damaged.
